Prominent in Canadian Affairs For More 


Than « Half a Century. 


Hamiiton, Dec. 3—Hon. D. Mac- 
Innes, Senator for Burlington, Ont., 
died Saturday morning at the Sani- 
tarium, Clifton Springs, N.Y. The 
funeral will be at Hamilton on Tues- 
day. 

Beverley MacInnes, the eldest son, 
lives with Lord Mountstephen in Eng- 
land; William R. is general freight 
agent of the C. P. R. at Winnipeg: 
Duncan js a captain in the Royal En- 
gineers, and took a prominent part 
in the defence of Kimberley; Charles 
S. belongs to the law firm of Mec- 
Carthy, Osler & Co., Toronto; Mrs. 
A. H. Campbell of Toronto is a 
daughter. 

The Hon. Donald MacTnnes was the 
s0n of the late Duncan MacInnes, and 
came to Canada from the Highlands 
of Scotland in 1840, took up and 
cultivated a farm in the Township of 
Beverley, Ont. ‘The deceased was 
born at Oban, Argyleshire, Scotland, 
on May 26, 1824, received the rudi- 
Ments of his education in Seotland, 
and completed it in Canada, there 
after devoting his energies to  com- 
merce, His energies found free play in 
many financial enterprises. He found- 
ed the Bank of Haimilton in 1872. He 
was a trustee of the Canadian Cot- 
ton Factory, Cornwall, and a direct- 
or of the Cornwall Manufacturing 
Company, the Canada Life Insurance 
Company, and the C_P_R, 

In affairs of the state, he always 
took an abiding interest. In 1884 
he was a delegate to the Detroit 
Trade Convention. In June, 1880, he 
Was chosen chairman of the Royal 
Commission, appointed to inquire 
into the organization of the Cana- 
dian C, S., and on Dec. 24, 1881, he 
Was called to the Senite by the Mar- 
quis of Lorne. In politics the decons- 
ed Was «a Liberal-Conservative, 
standing high in the regard of his 
party and its leaders. In religion, 
he Was an Anglican. He was mar- 
ried in 1863, to tie daughter of the 
late Hon. Sir J. B. Robinson, Bart., 
Chief Justice of U. C. She died in 
1879.

Pekin, Dec. 3.—All the foreign en- 
voys have noW heard from their Gov- 
ernments regarding the joint note to 
the Chinese plenipotentaries, and a 
meeting Will be held to-morrow. The 
envoys are not communicative, but 
enough is known with reforence to 
tho objections of different Govern- 
ments to make it seer: doubtful that 
the meeting will have a satisfactory 
conclusion. 

Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
both say that they are anxiously 
mwaiting the demands of the pow- 
ers. They declare that China desires 
poace at any price, commensurate 
With the dignity of an independent 
nation; but they point out that, so 
long as a large foreign army  occu- 
pies the Province of Chili the prob- 
lem will be harder to solve, The mis- 
sionaries and others who went 
through the siege protest bitterly 
against any suggestion of leniency. 
They urge particularly, that those 
who are high in office and who were 
really responsible for the outrages to 
foreigners should be executed, and 
they insist also that a sufficient force 
should be kept in China to guarantee 
order and to keep foreigners  inde- 
pendent of the Chinese, declaring that 
if this is pot done a repetition of 
their troubles is inevitable. 





GERMAN FLAG AT MING TOMBS, 








Panitive Expedition Sent Out by Count 
Waldersee Has Finished. 


Berlin, Dec. 4.—A despatch from 
Field Marshal Count Von Waldersee, 
Commander-in-Chief of the interna- 
tional forces in China, sent from 
Pekin under date of Saturday, Dec. 
1, says that after hoisting the Ger- 
man flag at the Ming Tombs and 
punishing several neighboring vil- 
lawes for the murder of Christians, 
the late Col. Yorck’s detachment, 
commanded by General Gayl, return- 
ed to Pekin in four columns by way 
of Yang Fang, Chenpiencheng, 
Thangshan and Niudlanshan, each 
about a day's march northward of 
Pekin. 

The Kalgan expedition, the de. 
Spatch also says, Was very success- 
ful. Sevoral thowsand Chinese regu- 
lars Were driven in wild fright from 
the Province of Chili to Shansi. 

The remains of the late Col. Yorek 
have arrived at Pekin. 


AWFUL SLAUGHTER OF ORPHANS, 





Romas Catholic Bishop, Priests and Nuns 
Ponlarded by the Chinese. 


Berlin, Dec. 4.——A special despatch 
from China to The Cologne Volka 
Zeitung, reports a fearful mission 
slaughter in the Provipce of Shansi 
The first victims, the despatch says, 
were a Catholic Bishop, and his co- 
adjutors and four European priests, 
Franciscans, Italian and French. 

The Governor invited them to his 
house, pretending to give them bet- 
ter protection, but when they arriv- ; 
ed their hands were tied. Then the 
Governor himself poniarded them all, 
Next the Governor Went to the 
bishop's residence with a number of 
soldiers and seized six Marseilles Sis- 


ters. Ho promised them money and 
distinguished husbands if they re- | 
nounced Christianity, which they 


unanimously rejected. Thereupon the 
Governor poniarded them, and also a 
number of Chinese priests, thirty 
Chinese sisters, and two hundred or- 
phans from 3 to 16 years of age. 

Fifteen seminarists, who had hid- 
den themselves in a cistern, were tied 
to stakes and forced to drink the 
blood of the first vistims,. They were 
then killed. 

A Chinese priest and two Christ- 
fans, who attempted to escape, were 
caught and put in a small hut, where 
they were burned.

The Chinese Question, 

Dealing with the Chinese question, 
President McKinley says: 

“The securement of an adequate 
guarantee for liberty of faith fs put 
forward as one of the essential fac- 
tors of a durable adjustinent, since 
insécurity of those natives who may 
embrace allen is a scarcely 
less effectual assault upon the rights 
of foreign worship and teaching than 
Would bo the direct invasion there- 
0.”’ 

Touching upon the possible inabili- 
ty of China to pay a sufficient money 
indemnity the President says: “I am 
disposed to think that due compensa- 
tion may be made in part by increas- 
ed guarantee of security for foreign 
rights and immunities, and, most 
important of all, by the opening of 
Chinn to the equal commerce of all 
the world. In the event of protract~- 
ed divergence of views in the nego- 
tiations the President favorably  in- 
clines to Russia's suggestion that the 
matter of indemnities be relegated to 
the court of arbitration at The 
Hague. 

Relations With Britain. 

“Our friendly relations with 
Britain continue. The War in 
Africa introduced important ques- 
tions, A condition unusual in inter- 
national wars was presented in that 
While one belligerent had control of 
the seas, the other had no ports, 
shipping, or direct trade, but was 
only accessible through the territory 
‘of a neutral. Vexatious questions

‘arose through Great Britain’s action 


in respect to neutral cargoes, not 
contraband in their own nature, ship- 
ped to Portuguese South Africa, on 
the score of probable or suspected 
ultimate destination to the Boer 
States. Such consignments in Brit- 
ish ships, by which alone direct trade 
is kept up between our ports and 
Southern Africa, were seized in ap- 
plication of a municipal law prohib- 
iting British vessels from trading 
With the enemy without regard to 
any contraband character of the 
goods, While cargoes shipped to Dela- 
goa Bay in neutral bottoms were ar- 
rested on the ground of alleged des- 
tination to enemy's country. Appro- 
priate respresentations on our part 
regultes| in the British Government 
agreeing to purchase outright all 
such goods shown, to be the actual 
property of American citizens, thus 
closing the incident to the satisfac- 
tion of the immediately interested 
parties, although, unfortunately, 
without a broad settlement of the 
question of a neutral’s right to 
send goods not contraband per se to 
a neutral port adjacent to a belliger- 
ent area. 
The Alaskan Question. 


“The work of marking certain pro- 
visional boundary points, for con- 
venience of administration, around 
the head of Lynn-—Canal, in accord- 
ance With the temporary arrange- 
ment of October, 1899, Was com- 
pleted by a joint survey in July last. 
The modus vivendi has so far work- 
ed without friction, and the Domin- 
ton Government has provided rules 
and regulations for securing to our 
citizens the benefit of the reciprocal 
stipulation that the citizens or sub- 
Jects of either power found by that 
arrangement within the temporary 
jurisdiction of the other shall suffer 
no diminution of the rights and pri- 
vileges. they have hitherto enjoyed. 
But, however necessary such an ex- 
pedient may have been to tide over 
the grave emergencies of the situa- 
tion, it is at best but an unsatisfac- 
tory makeshift which should not be 
suffered to delay the speedy and 
complete establishment of the fron- 
tier line to which we are entitled un- 
der the Russo-American treaty for 
the cession of Alaska. 


A New Boundary Convention. 


‘In this relation I may refer again 
to the need of definitely marking the 
Alaskan boundary where it follows 
the one hundred and forty-first meri. 

A convention tu that end has 
been before the Senate for some two 
years, but, as no action has been 
taken, I contemplate negotiating a 
new convention for a joint determin- 
ation of the meridian by telegraphic 
obseryations. These, it is believed, 
will give more accurate and unquos- 
tionable results than the sidercal 
methods heretofore independently 
followed, which, as is knoWn, prov- 
ed discrepant at several points on 
the line, although not varying at 
any place more than 700 foet,’’

General Mercier Caused a Senation inthe 





French Senate, But He Was Prompt- 
ly Sat Upon. 


Paris, Dec, 5, -—-Gen. Mercier 
caused « deep sensation in the Sen- 
ate yesterday during the debate on 
the naval bill, by pointing out the 
ease by which England could be in- 
vaded. He demanded that they in- 
troduce into the plans for the mo- 
bilization of the army, the navy me- 
thods for the rapid embarkation and 
debarkution of au expeditionary 
corps The President declared that 
such proposals were out of order 
and the Senate adjourned. 

In the course of an extraordinary 
speech, Gen. Mercier said: “In view 
of the possibility of war with Great 
Britain, the use of the army is not 
sufficiently taken into account. The 
Transvaal war has shown that the 
British army, although brave, ia not 
equal to the task which England ex- 
pected it to perform. ‘The British 
navy is powerful, but it has many 
coasts to defend. 

“France, therefore, numerically 
England's equal at certain points, 
and is even her superior in the in- 
Struments of destruction. A landing 
in England is, therefore, not beyond 
realization. I venture to think that 
the work I prepared, while com- 
inanding an army corps, could serve 
as a basis for such a project, which

The fact of England purchasing pro- 
perty at Sydney is most significant.

With one of 
the finest harbors in the world, Syd- 
ney could be approached at almost 
any time of the yeayv, and the great 
coal deposits would enable her to 
cater to John Bull’s most extrava- 
demands for fuel. Jt could be stored 
in large quantities ft small expense 
and held in case of pmergency.

LICENSE HOLDERS' ARGUMENTS. 


Thirteen Reasons Why the Prohibitory . 
Measure Should Not tbe Enacted. 


Winnipeg, Dec. 6.—The-Liquor Act 
lest cause catie up for argument yes- 
terday. Mr. Phippen, counsel for the 
iuicense Holders’ Association, gave 
the following as some of his objec- 
tions to the act, pointing out. that 
lie did not object specially to the re- 
etrictions on the retuil trade. He ob- 
jected to it in connection with the 
wholesale phase of the question. If 
the court held wWith-hini in the 
Wholesale side it would be sufficient 
lo Save the retail trade and send the 
act to “kingdom come,’ as he ex- 
pressed it. He, therefore, submitted 
the following: 


1. The act Niegally prevents distillers, 
brewers, etc., from selling goods manu- 
factured by them, and which they were 
licensed to sell. 

2. It Mmits, altera aud restrictw the 
class of bulidings in which distillers, 
brewers, etc. censed, are permitted to 
carry on thelr business. 

3, It Mmlts, alters and restricts the 
class of buildings In whieh such goods 
of the trade are kept. 

4. It imposes 4 disability on the dis- 
tillers, brewers, ete,, duly licensed, for 
hot recording sales made in the busi- 
ness, 

5. It prohibits licensed compounders 
from carrying on thelr business. These 
were wiped out altogether, 

6. It confilets with any regulations 
made by order-in-Council, or by the 
Governor-General-in-Councll, re the sale 
of methylated spirits and spirits to be 
used for chemical purposes, pursuant to 
section 45, Inland Revenue Act, chapter 
wy, Revised Statutes of Canada 

7. It prevent# the catablishment of 
and makes It illegal to keep Uquor in 
bonded warehouses established by the 
Government of Canada, under the Iu 
land Revenue Act. 

8. It promibitw and restricta the pos 
session of goods, the product or wanu 
facture of any one of the Provinces of 
Canada, or good« imported into Mani 
toba from other Provinces In the bands 
of the importer. 

9, It prohibits Importation 
bona fide agent by au importer 

10, It interferes with and prohtbits 
Jnterprovincial aud other export and In 
port trade, fn that it prevents (a) a rest 
dent abroad while in Manitoba huying 
goods for sbipment abroad: (bh) A reat 
dent abroad while In Manitoba selling 
goods for Import into Manitoba: (¢) a 
Mmantfactorer or luiportér in Manitoba 
selling to au exporter In Muanitcba goods 
for shipment abroad, and all this inde 
pendently of where the goods solid may 
”

Kruger Will Persevere. 

Paris, Dec. 6. — he Echo prints 
an interview with Dr. Leyds, the Fu- 
rapean agent of the Transvaal, in 
which he says that ex-President Kru- 
ger's courage will not falter because 
of the rebuff by Emperor William and 
the Czar's illness, and that he will 
still try to secure European  inter- 
vention. He will remain in Europe 
for weeks if necessary, for the Czar's 
recovery. He expects to meet the 
Czar either at Mentone or Nice, as it 
is thought the Russian Emperor will 
be ordered to one of these places for 
the restoration of his health. 

The Eclaire says Kruger will go to 
Livadia before the Czar leaves there. 
Austria and Italy Cold. 

Vienna, Dec. 6.—The Allegemeine 
Zeitung says that Austria and Italy 
are in accord with Germany in their 
attitude toward the mission of Mr, 
Kruger, who, it adds, is not likely 
to visit either Vienna or Rome.

duced one Joseph Hazelton of the 
City of ‘Toronto, in the County of 
York, druggist, to perform upon her, 
the said Margaret Miine. 

“We are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that Dr. Cameron should not 
lave been refused permission to see 
the patient before her death, and 
that the treatment of the patient 
Was not all that could have been 
desired.”’

In 1899 there were in operation in 
ths United Kingdom 661 authorized 
gas undertukings. Of this total 222 
were owned amd conducted by muni- 
bipnlities, That is to say, one-third 

of all the zus plants in England, [re- 
land amd Sootland, are owned and 
ayerated by municipalities. Of the 222 
munibvipal plamts, 174 were run al a 
iprafit after paying interest and loan 
instalments, or sinking fund appro 
priations. In 48 cases the wross profits 
were insufficlant to meet the neces- 
sary changes. [t must be remembered, 
however, thnt as a general thing 
these entenprises are not managed by 
municipalities with the single view of 
making 2 profit. Instead of a profit 
many municipalities prefer towgive the 
freople better lizht and more of it 
than they bad before; and in subb 
oases, though the figures may not 
show ulp sa well, the results are just 
the same. 

Taken as a whole the 222 zas plants 
aperated by the municipalities of the 
United Kingdom yielded a gross pro 
fit for the year ending March 25, 1899, 
of £1,811,675, ar about two millions 
of dallars, equivalent to 6.3 per cent. 
‘upon the capital invested. The profits 
of the 439 private companies for the 
year endms March 25, 1899, were 
equal to 7 wer cent. of the capital 
invested; but it must ahynys "be re- 
membered that the business and aim 
of municipalities conducting these en- 
tenprises is not as arwle so mudi to 
aivw profits as to wive cheap and ef~ 
ficient service. 

Of the 174 gas plants tbat were op- 
erated at a profit, there was seven- 
teen that gave a yrofit of over $50,- 
000 each, calculating the pound at $5, 
In twelve municipalities a total of 
over $1,000,000 realized from yas pro- 
fits was applied to the relief of tax- 
ation. In the 17 municipalities which 
reilized a profit of over $50,000 each, 
ths prices charged for gas and the 
net profits derived were as follows; 

Belfast, yirice 53c, net profit $164,- 
395; Birkenhead, 640, $73,845; Bir- 
mingham, 50¢, $151,600; Biackburn, 
82c, $53,785; Blackpool, 56c, $60,370 ; 
Batton, 72c, $194,085; Bradford, 53c, 
$98,905; Halifax, 520, $81,705; Leeds, 
470, $63,855 ; Leicester, 56c, $85,130 ; 
Manchester, 54c, $570,265; Notting- 
ham, 60, $128,455; Oldham, 540, $62,- 
570; Salford, 520, $179,135 ; Southport, 
680, $70,815; Stockport, 54c, $50,345 ; 
Wizan, 650, $66,290. 

And this is only part of the case for 
municipal ownership. We believe that 
it might be made much stronger by 
4 comparison of the services rendered 
by municipal plants and private 
Wants respectively. Theaim af the 
Municipalities is first of all to give a 
good service ; the aim of private cor- 
poritions is naturally to accumulate 
Itofits, 

It will tifus be seen that the case 
for municipal ownership, so far as gas 
Wiunts are concerned, is 
strong one The iden is be- 
coming very yopular in the 
United Kingdom, and the growth of 
municipal undertakings of all kinds is 
rapid. The invest ments in wus plants 
alone increased by over 15 million dol- 
lars (£3,147,000 sterling) between 1895 
and 1899. c

Toronto, Dec. 7.—Hon. A. S. Har- 
dy, ex-Premier of Ontario, and Mrs. 
Hardy were yesterday afternoon, at 
their residence, 86 St. Albans street, 
honored by their 1fxion of friends in’ 
Ontario. A party of admirers called 
upon them about 4 o'clock, and, af- 
ter Mr. Hugh Blain had read an ad- 
dress, in which Mr. Hardy's services 
to his country and party were set 
forth, he presented to him a purse 
«ontaining $17,000. A beautiful oak 
chest, containing 100 pieces of silver 
and cutlery, each with the family 
crest upon it, was also presented on 
behalf of the receipicnts’ friends by 
Hon. George A. Cox. Engraved on 
the chest were the words: 

“Presented to the Hon. Arthur 
Sturgis Hardy, LL.D, M.P.P., At- 
torney-General, on his resigning the 
Premiership of the Province of On- 
tario, from his constituents of South 
Brant and his friends and admirers 
in the Province of Ontario, as a 
mark of recognition of his 26 years 
of eminent public service and patri- 
otic devotion to the interests of his 
country.”’ 

In addition there was also present- 
ed a beautiful solid silver tea service, 
With the Hardy crest inscribed on 
each piece.

PAUL KRUGER AT THE HAGUE 


Ex-President Cheered on Arriv- 
ing at the Dutch Capital. 


He Indulged iu Strong Talk, But Was 


Greatly Fatigued With the Exoltement 
OfMmicially

The Hague, Dec. 7.—Mr Kruger 

arrived here yesterday from Cologne, 
and Was greeted at the station by 
the burgomaster and councillors A 
choir of 600 men and girls chanted 
I’sadm ixaii., verses 6, 7 and 1) The 
former President and his suite 
Warmly Welcomed by the burgovias- 
ter. Then followed Mr. Spink, the 
president of the local South African 
Association, assuring Mr Kruger 
of the deep sympathy of the entire 
Dutch nation, “who had,"’ he said, 
“so greatly, though vainly, hoped 
that the great powers who had _ re- 
cently assembled at the peace confer- 
ence would not have permitted that, 
in South Africa, the right of nations, 
the right of war and civil law should 
be tramped under foot, or a little 
nation be sacrificed in an unequal 
combat in defence of its existence.” 
* The address, after a long culogy of 
the heroism of the Boers, likened Mr, 
Kruger to William the Silent, who 
had sacrificed everything;sfor the wol- 
fare of his people, and concluded; 

“May your reliance an the Al-

“of Orange, support you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the arduous fmrht for right 
and liberty, and may the liberty of 
your nation croWn your courage. 
Then will Great Britain have learn- 
ed anew the lesson of how’ dangerous 
it is to attempt to throttle the  in- 
dependence of a free nation.’’ 
Oficial Weleome Tendered. 

At the opening*of the Second Cham- 
ber yesterday President J. G. Gleich- 
man said: 

“President Kruger arrives here to- 
day. He will take up his residence 
here, I take the occasion to propose 
that the Chamber authorize me to 
Welcome, in its name, the President 
to our country, and offer him an ex- 
pression of our cordial sympathy."* 

The proposal was adopted amfd 
cheers and bravos. 

The First Chamber also authorizes 
the President to welcome Mr. Nruger 
in behalf of the House, us proof of 
its sympathy.

PEARSON'S CONFESSION, 


Last Day of the Young Murderer a Con- 
tented One 


Haniilton, Dec. 7.—The young mur 
derer, George Arthur Peéarson, who 
will be hanged this morning between 
7 and 8 o'clock in the jail, spent yes- 
terday in a fairly contented frame of 
mind. He smoked cigars and crack- 
ed jokes with the turnkeys. Dr. Balfe, 
the jail surgeon, visited him in the 
morning and found Pearson in a 
healthy physical condition, and well 
able to bear the strain. The con- 
demned man declared that he would 
not require any stimulant, and re- 
marked: “Oh, you needn't worry 
about me, I'll not break down,’’ 

It is known that the prisoner has 
made a confession to Rev. W. F. 
Wilson, Who, however, will not make 
it public until after the execution. It 
is understood that in the confession 
Pearson tells the story of the  tra- 
gedy, Which took place in East Flam- 
boro, on Sept. 28 The story is 
quite different from that told in the 
Witness box, at the trial 

Pearson says that the cause of the 
crime Was passion, and admits that 
he must have lost his reason tem- 
porarily. He traces his movements 
from the time he left the middle road 
to the time he fired the fatal shot. 
When opposite the farm of Mr. Shep- 
pard, he says, he made an improper 
proposal to the girl, whom he highly 
respected. Tho young woman resent- 
ed his’ proposal, and said: ‘'I never 
thought you would act that way 
toward me, George.”’ Pearson said 
this impressed him so much that he 
felt he could never face her again 
and concluded that the best thing 
he could do was to kill her and him- 
self He admits that the statement 
he made before the judge that the ar- 
rangement for both to dic together 
Was not true.

The Dutch Government Offended—Repre-

Hague Respectively. 


Lisbon, Dec. 8.—The Minister from 
the Netherlands to Portugal, and the 
Portuguese Minister at The Hague, 
have left their respective posts. It is 
believed that a difference has arisen 
on the subject of the exequatur to 
the Dutch Consul at Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, Which the Portuguese Govyern- 
ment has withdrawn 

The tension between Portugal and 
Holland appears to have been em- 
phasized, perhaps not altogether un- 
intentionally, by the peculiar warmth 
of King Charles’ toast to Queen Vic- 
toria at the banquet given Thurs 
day evening at the Royal Palace to 
Vice-Admiral Sir Harry Holdsworth 
Rawson and the officers of the Brit- 
ish fleet now in the River Tagus, and 
by tho telegram which the King atf- 
terwards despatched to Queen Vic- 
toria, thanking Uer Majesty for 
sending the fleet, and for the friend- 
ship thus demonstrated 

“I beg to record telegraphed the 
King, ‘‘my great satisfaction at the 
frank and loyal alliance uniting Eng- 
land and Portugal."’

To the Editor of ‘The Intelligencer : 

Sir,—During the recent discussion 
of the Shibley propositions the estab- 
lishment of the rolling mills was al- 
luded to incidentally. Statements 
were made respecting the first and 
second agreements with Mr Mit- 
chell that I’consider ought not to go 
vochallenged, and for the reason only 
correct & wrong impression, I now

Tt was Stated that the first agree- 
ment would have been i bad one for 
the City, and that the second is much

better, I Jeny these contentions, 
basing my denial on the following 
fnots:— 

Istt Theres could not Lave been ao 
second agreement had there not been 


the labor, the efforts and the patience 
connected with tha extended negotina- 
tion's that led uptto the first one— 
negotiations that were ofien jeopard- 
ized and on the point of being broken 
off by the innuendos and the nagging 
of the suspicious and non-prorgessive 
elements of the community. 

2nd. In tbe first agreement kt was 
provided that the Company was to 
give the City as security for the 
bonus of $55,000, and as u pledge that 
the industry would be carried on after 


being established, a mortgage upon 
all its property, valued ‘at fax more 
than twice the amount of the bonus; 
and even beyond that seourity the 


city was to receive a bond of indemn- 
ity in case of failure to run, from 
Mr. Mitchell's father, a gentleman re- 
puted to be worth over a million dol- 
lams, and whose credit add reputation 
stand as high ‘as that of any man in 
the State of Connecticut. 
3rd. Owing to the first hgreeement 
being set aside, the City is paying now 
and will continue to pay each year for 
twenty yeams the sum of $275 more 
for interest on debentures than it 
would have done had Lhe first agree- 
ment been ‘adopted, for this reason; 
Under the first agreement the Com- 
pany offered to luke the City’s deben- 
tores, bearing interest at § 1-2 per 
cent and negotiate them themselves. 
We would simply have paid the bonus 
in debentures, taking the ample s6e- 
curity [I mention above. Under the 
second agreement the City had lo 
finance the debentures, and in order 
to do so was obliged to increase the 
wate of interest from 3 1-2 to 4 per 
cent. The loss will amount to $4,900, 
18 follows, 20 times 6275 equals $5,500, 
less premium received oo sale of 
benbu'res, 8600.

At Saturday's banquet on board 
the British battleship Majestic, when 
King Carlos, Queen Maric Amelie and 
Prince Louis Phillippe, together with 
the meinbers of the Cabinet and other 
dignitaries, were entertained by 
VicoAdmiral Sir Harry Holdsworth 
Rawson, the Portuguese Premier, 
Senhor J. Luciano de Castro, toast- 
ing ‘Queen Victoria and Great Brit- 
ain,’ saluted ‘'The alliance that has 
long existed by treaties and has been 
confirmed in recent acts.” 

He said the significance of the 
alliance Was “‘an assurance that our 
rights will be respected and our do- 
minions maintained.”’ : 

Sir H. G. MacDonnell, the British 
Minister, in responding, thanked the 
Government of King Carlos for the 
friendly attitude maintained with 
such correctness towards Great Brit- 
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“The confirmation of the alliance, 
Which unites us indissolubly,”’ con- 
tinued the British Minister, ‘‘is there 
in the presence of the Channel squad- 
ron. Ancient ties are drawn closer by 
recent events. The British Govern- 
ment desire that a firm alliance may 
be ever maintained.’’ 

In concluding he proposed ‘'The 
prosperity of Portugal and the hap- 
piness of the royal family.” 

Senhor Villaea, Minister of .Marine 
and the Colonies, who responded, 
said: ‘“‘We welcome our allies. There 
(pointing to the British flag) is the 
British flag. Let us salute it with 
respect and affection, as the Portu- 
guese flag was saluted at Komati- 
poort. These two salutes are a pub- 
lic affirmation of the alliance.’’ 

Senhor Villaeca toasted the British 
squadron. 

Sir Harry Rawson, replying, said: 
“I welcomed with enthusiasm my in- 
structions to come to Lisbon, where 
our union and alliance are now be- 
ing celebrated. I thank you for the 
reception, and I drink to our sister 
navy, Which has gloriously main- 
tained Portuguese traditions.’’ 

The King Played Tennis.

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“THE LAKES DEATH ROLL. 


Mere Sailors Were Killed Last Season 
Than Ever Recorded—Fifty Four in 
Detroit River. 


Detroit, Dec. 10.—The list of the 
~dead on the lakes during the season 
just closed is longer than in any pre- 
vious year of the decade, In all 110 
people were lost, against 100 in 
1899, 95 in 1898, 68 in 1897 and 
66 in 1896. 

The single item of lost overboard 
accounted for 24, ships that founder- 
ed carried 35 down, collisions 9, ac- 
cidents with machinery 6, explosions | 
5, falling into holds 5, killed by 
lightning 3, committed suicide 3, by 
falling from aloft 1. All the casual- 
ties occurred between Lake Huron 
and Lake Eric. 

In point of number lost the steam- 
er John B, Lyon was the most im- 
portant of the season, nine members 
of the crew going down with their 
boat. Tho loss of the Idler on Lake 
Erie by capsizing in a squal, was the 
most pathetic, the victims being 
penned up in the cabin under water, 
The fate of the crew of the Maumee 
Valley, which sunk at anchorage at 
the head of Lake Erie, furnished 
a shipwreck story like those in nov- 
els. The crew got in the rigging 
and hung there nearly two days, un- 
til they dropped off, one by one, into 
the sea. The schooner Picton anni- 
hilated an entire family—father, mo- 
ther and children— when it foun- 
dered on Lake Ontario, July 2.

DEWET IN A BOX. 





All His Strategy Will Be Needed to Save 
Him From Capture, 


Aliwal North, Cape Colony, Fri- 
day, Dec. 7.—Gen, Dewet appears to 
be in a most dangerous position and 
to need all his strategy to extricate 


his force. With strong columns on 
three sides, and two swollen rivers 
barring his front, the British com- 


manders begin to be hopeful that the 
great chase for four days, which 
has been one of the most exciting op- 
erations of the war, will result in the 
capture of Dewet. 

Definite news of his Whereabouts 
Was first received Dec. 2, The next 
morning Gen. Knox started in hot 
pursuit. Pilcher’s and Herbert's col- 
umns were detached to make a turn- 
ing movement, After three hours’ 
march Gen: Knox learned that dur- 
ing the night Dewet had doubled 
back past the British right, necessi- 
tating a complete change of plans. 

During the night of Dec. 3, Gen. 
Knox encamped on the Carmel Farm, 
the site of the Boer laager, which 
had evidently recently been hurried- 
ly moved, Gen. Knox started again 
at daylight, hoping to corner Dewet 
while crossing Karrepoort Drift, but 
he arrived too late. The British | ex- 
perlenced very great difficulty in fol- 
lowing Dewet, owing to the rise in 
the river, but they succeeded in 
crossing without the loss of a man 
or a beast. 

Left Baggage Behind, 

From that time on the pursuit of 
the Boers was taken up without bag- 
gage, the troops being supplied by 
foragers, enabling them to make 
more rapid movements, by which the 


British were able to keep in touch 
With the Republicans.

Because of United’ States Attitude Reo- 
garding Nicaragua Canal, 





London, Dec, 14.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. Henry Norman, 
Liberal member for South Wolver- 
ques- 
tions With a view of extracting the 
views of the Government on the Ni- 
caragua Canal and cognate mattors. 
The adoption by the United States 
Senate of the Davis amendment to 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty yesterday 
is evidently regarded as far too 
Weighty a matter for hurried com- 
Ment by the London morning jour- 
nals. Accordingly, The Times and 
most of the other papers will post- 
pone until to-morrow their editorial 
treatment of the question in its pres- 
ent phase, 

The Nows Is Very Serious, 

The Daily Chronicle, however, pub- 
lishes a short note, in which it says: 

"The news is very serious indeed. 
It means, in a word, that the jingoes 
and anglophobes of the United States 
Senate have triumphed, and we are 
back again to-day where we were at 
the time of the Venezuclan imbroglio 
and President Cleveland's insolent 
and provocative speech. The better 
fecling manifested during the Span- 
ish-American war has been shaken by 
pro-Boer sympathy, and it is now 
sWamped by self-interest. 

“The Americans intend to fortify 
the canal in spite of the treaty en- 
gagement to the contrary, We cannot 
possibly stand by and allow the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty to be thus 
imperiously set aside. The good rela- 
tlons between the two countries 
must of necessity be gravely men- 
aced, This is the outcome of Mr, 
McKinley's re-election, Worse could 
hardly have happened if Mr. Bryan 
had been returned,” 

Abolish Clayton-Bulwer Treaty.

MORE FIGHTING— 
BOER SUCCESS 

















(Special to The Intelligencer.) 

London, Dec, 14,—The following Of- 
ficial report has been received at the 
Wiir Office from Lord Kitohener ; 

“Pretoria, Feb. 14.—Gen. Clement's 
force at Nordech| on the Mazelesburg 
was attacked at dawn to-day by De- 
hurey, reinforced by Byers’ commando 
at Warm Bath, making a force es- 
timated at 2,500. Thouzh the first 
attack was repulsed the Boers man- 
aged to gel at the top of the Magales- 
burg, held by four companies of the - 
Narthumberlands in the centra of 
the valley, 

Ths casualties have not been com- 
juetely reported, but the fighting was 
very severe and I deeply regret that 
Cal, Lezge of the 20th Hussars and 
Cypts, McBenn, Murdock and Atkins 
were killed. Reinforcements ‘have 
left ‘hare. ~ 

Lard Kitebenar also reports that the 
Boers made an attack and were Te- 
ytulsed at Lichtenburg, and that . 
Gen, Lemmer was killed;-attack up- 
on Bethlehem and Brede were also re- 
parted, the Boors losing 10 killed and 
14 wounded. 

Vyrpeid was attacked on Dec. 11th.

MAHOGANY IN MEXICO. 








DiMecult Work of Getting It to Mar- 
ket From Tropical Forests, 


The mahogany hunter is the most im 
portant and best paid laborer in the lum- 
ber service in Mexico, The trees do not 
grow in clusters, but are scattered pro 
wiscuously through the forest and hid- 
cen in a dense growth of underbrush, 
vines and creepers, and it often requires 
a skillful and experienced woodsman to 
Gad them, No progress can be made in 
tropleal forests without the aid of a 
machete, for the way must be cut step by 
stop. 

‘The mahogany is one of the largest and 
tallest of trees, and the hunter, seeking 
the highest ground, climbs to the top of 
(be tallest tree and surveys the surround: 
ing country. His practiced eye soou de- 
fecta the mahogany by its peculiar foli- 
age, and be counts the trees within the 
rcope of his vision, notes the direction 
and distances and then, descending, cuts 
& norrow trail to each tree, which be 
eavefully blazes aud marks, especially if 
there is a rival hunter in the vicinity, 

Yo fell a large mahogany tree Is one 
Gay's task for two men. On account of 
the wide spurs which project from the 
truok at the base scaffolds sre ofteu 
erected and tke tree cut off above the 
spurs, which leaves a stump from 10 to 
15 feet in height, a sheer waste of the 
very best part of tbe tree and one which 
taodern Ingenuity should certainly devise 
Some teans to prevent, 

Great difficulty is sometimes had to 
ectting the trunks to a point of trans- 
portation, and crude tracks are generally 
used, made by sawing off one end of a 
treeftrunk and fitting the wheel thus ac- 
quired with a kind of axle, which at the 
best Is a clumsy and antiquated affair, 
These trucks are bauled by oxeo and all 
the trucking done in the dry season, the 
logs belong placed on the bank of a river 
to await the time of the Hoods. 

No little judgment is required to deter- 
mine at what exact stage of the flood to 
turn the logs adrift. Should the water 
be too bigh the logs would be apt to be 
left high and dry on some of the low ly- 
ing grounds adjacent to the river and 
probably covered up by sand and rubbish. 

Mahogany trees give from two to five 
logs each, measuring from 10 to 18 feet 
in length and from 20 to 44 luches in 
diameter after being hewed. 

The manufacturing process consists in 
sawing off the ends that have been 
bruised and splintered in transit down 
the river and in relining and rehewing 
the logs by skillful workmen, who give 
them a smooth and even surface The 
logs are then measured, rolled back into 


the water at the mouth of the river ond 
then made into rafts, to be taken to the 
vessela anchored outside the bar.

DIED TO SAVE HIS SHIP. 





Merolc First Officer ofa Disabled Liner 
Tried to Swim With a Line, 


Queenstown, Dec. 18.—The White 
Star Line freight steamer Cufic, 
Which lost her propeller ut sea, Was 
towed into port at 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning by the British sloamer 
Kansas City, and reported the death 
of First Officer Crosby, who lost his 
life in a heroic effort to save his 
ship. 

The Cufic left Liverpool on Dec. 
6, and on the same day the Kansas 
City left Swansea for New York, The 
Jatter sighted the disabled White 
Star Liner on Dec, 9 in latitude 51 
degrees and 34 minutes north and 
longitude 21 degrees 11 minutes 
West, The Cuflc signaled that she 
Was helpless, and the Kansas City 
ran down to her and endeavored to 
take her in tow. A heavy sen was 
running, however, and it was im- 
possible to get a Jine to the disabled 
steamer. 

The Kansas City stood by for three 
days, waiting for the sn to ogo 
down. Then Mr. Crosby, who was 
an able swimmer, voluntcered to 
swim to the Kansas City carrying «a 


line, He made the attempt, but wan 
drowned. 

Subsequently hawsers were Passed 
to the Kansas City, and both ves- 
sels headed for Queenstown. The 
Weather continued heavy and the 
towing lines parted twice, but fin- 


ally, aided by a Queenstown tug, 
the Cufic was brought safely to this 
port.

london, Dec. 18 —"'Great Britain 
has instructed Sir Ernest Satow, I 
unde stand,’’ says the Pekin corres- 
pondent of The Daily Mail, wiring 
Sunday, “‘to urge the retention in the 
joint note of the word ‘irrevyecable,’ 
and the inclusion in the prearmble of 
a declaration that ‘until the Chimese 
Government has fulfilled the damands 
of the powers, Pekin and the Prov- 
ince of Chi Li will not be evacuated 
by the allied troops.’ 

“It is rumored that Germany is 
Warmly supporting the British pro- 
posal,, and I believe, a majority of 
the powers, and, possibly, all of 
them, will eventually accept the pro- 
posal, which is hailed here with de- 
light.”’ 

Englaed and Japas Disputing. \ 


Pekin, Dec. 17.—With the exception 
of one, all the foreign envoys believe 
that the Governments will agree up- 
on the text of the preliminary joint 
note. 

England is disputing a point with 
Japan, and it is now doubtful wheth- 
er the meeting that had been fixed 
for to-morrow will take place. 

While a number of German officers 
Were dining to-day, they narrowly 
escaped death by asphyxiation in 
the fumes from a Chinese stove. 
Four out of seven were partly  in- 
sensible for more than half an hour. 
Fortunately all recovered. All of 
the stoves in this country are a con- 
Stant source of danger. 





ANOTHER REBELLION. 





Rising Reported in Kwang Tung Province, 
Aimed Against Mauchu Rulers. 


Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 18.-—Oriental 
advices state that Kwang Dung Pro- 
vince, China, is the scene of another 
rebellion, Its leaders declare their 
intention of substituting Chinese for 
Manchu rulers, and to bring about 
the regeneration of China along Oc- 
cidental lines. They favor foreigners 
and have molested neither oiission- 
aries nor converts. Nine battles 
have been fought with the Imperial 
troops sent against them, including 
a battle at Sam Tochuk, where each 
side suffered tht loss of several hun- 
dread killed, each claiming the  vic- 
tory. In eight other engagements 
the rebels are reported to have been 
completely victorious. ‘Fhey now 
have 30,000 armed men in the field, 
and possess many towns. They ore 
desirous of establishing provisional 
governments, whereupon they intend 
to cut off their cues and wear Furo- 
peau clothes.

Had « Long Conference. 

London, Dec, 19.—Mr. Choate, the 
United States Ambassador, had a 
long conference yesterday afternoon 
regarding the Chinese siLuation with 
the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
and subsequently Mr. Henry White, 
secretary of the United States Em- 
bassy, paid a visit to the Foreign 
Oltice. What could be learned from 
British and American sources varied 
considerably, the former expressing 
annoyance and anxiety, the latter 
maintaining that nothing serious 
Was developing. 

Some explanation, however, Was 
gathered of the extraordinary tangle 
in Which the Chinese negotiations 
have recently been mixed up, and 
some reconciliation of the contradic- 
tory telegrams that have emanated 
from Pekin and various European 
capitals. 

It appears that over a week ago 
the powers came to an agreement to 
eliminate the word “irrevocable” 
from the joint note. Then, when it 
Was believed that everything had 
been settled, objections were raised, 
and Great Britain, for the sake of 
harmony, although much against her 
will, agreed to reinsert the “‘irre- 
vocable’’ clause. In this, it is be 
lieved, she was supported by the 
United States. 

A Misauderstanding Arose. 

Once more the joint note 
op the verge of signature, when a 
misunderstanding arose in Pekin. 
This confused the Governments, and 
formed the subject of the despatch 
from Secretary Hay, which Mr. 
Choate transmitted to the Marquis 
of Lansdowne yesterday, As the re 
sult of the interview, Mr. Choate hus 
sent a long cablegram to Secretary 
Hay, in which he attributes the lat- 
est misunderstanding to be an error 
in forwarding instructions, an error 
Which occurred, presumably, through |!

Wind Blowing a Gule.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 


Government Will Istrodace 
Such a System Shortly. 


Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 20 —Hon. C.

The amended treaty is ag follows 

The United States of America and 
Hey Ma’esty the Queen of the Unit- 
el Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Empress of India, being die 
srous to facilitate the campletion of

A CHEESE CASE. 


Bellevile Firm Claims Damages for 
Alleged Breach of Contract. 


An interesting cheese ouse occupied 
»an adjourned sitting of the County 
Court all day Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, in which the plaintiffs, W. J.

In analyzing his conduct he sald 
that Brown's reply that be did not 
have a quarter was apparently the 
only part of the transaction that made 
any impression upon bim. But he is 
under suspicion in that office and will 
probably never be able to live it down.

A LITTLE KNOWN ART, 
The Tobacco Flinyorer Has Short 


Hours aud Draws Big Pay, 

"A high grade position of which but 
little is known, except to the trade,” 
obseryed a prominent tobaceo manu- 
facturer to a Washington Star reporter, 
“Is what is known as the ‘flayorer,’ the 
man who Is responsible for the flavor 
of all the grades of goods made and 
Who sees to it that the flavor is kept 
the same year in and year out, it mat- 
ters not where the tobacco that goes in 
them comes from or the conditions un- 
der which it has grown. Of course to- 
bacco minufacturers endeavor to use 
the same kind of tobacco all the time, 
but circumstances at times render this 
Impossible. 

As an illustretion, our company had 
bought up and stored away enough to- 
bacco to make up all our brands of 
smoking tobacco and cigarettes for the 
year, when all of a sudden our store- 
louses were destroyed by flre, and our 
Stock went out of existence. There 
was no more tobacco of that particular 
grade to be bought, and we were drly- 
en into new fiélds, The tobacco belng 
raised on a different soil and being 
Slightly different as far as seed and 
stem were concerned, the flavor was 
also different. Smokers, and chewers 
as well, Insist on the same flavor all 
the tine. 

“Tlere Is where the flayorer comes In. 
By his art and skill he can make to- 
bacco that grows on low lands taste 
aud smell the same as that grown on 
high Iands. Ie can make tobacco 
grown during a dry season take the 
same flavor as that grown during the 
rainy season. Tobaccos grown at dif- 
ferent ends of the same state or In dif- 
ferent states are by his treatment the 
gimme, as far as the cousumer Is con- 
cerned. He draws big money; but, 
though be comes high, as the travellug 
show companies say, ‘we must have 
them.’ 

“As may be Imagined, there are not 
many who are competent to do the 
work, and as a result they range In 
salaries all the way from $8 to $10 per 
day of about one hour's actual work. 
They are employed, however, but about 
nine months In each year,”

Tho charge was true, for thore 
nothing that so interferes with sin, 
there is nothing so ruinous to every 
form of established iniquity, there 
is nothing that has such tendency to 
turn the world upside down as our 
glorious Christianity. The fact is 
that the world now is wrong side 
up, and it needs to be turned upside 
down in order that it may be right 
sido up. ‘The time was when men 
wrote books entitling them **Apolo- 
gies for Christianity."" I hope that 
day has passed. We want no more 
apologies for Christianity. Let the 
apologies be on the part of those 
who do not believe in our religion. 
We do not mean to make any com- 
promise in the matter, We do not 
wish to hide the fact that~ Chris- 
tianity is revolutionary and that its 
tendency is to turn the world up- 
side down. . 

Our religion has often been mis- 
represented as a principle of tears 
and mildness and _ fastidiousness, 
afraid of crossing people's prejudices, 
afraid of making somebody mad, 
with silken gloves lifting the people 
up from the church pew into glory, 
as though they were Bohemian glass 
so very delicate that with one touch 
it may be demolished forever. Men 
speak of religion as though it were 
a refined imbecility, as though it 
were a spiritual chloroform that the 
people were to take until the sharp 
cutting of life were over. The Bible, 
so far from this, represents the re 
ligion of Christ as robust and 
brawny—ransacking and upsetting 
10,000 things that now seem to be 
settled on firm foundations. I hear 
some man in the house say, ‘I 
thought religion was peace.”” This 
is the final result. A man’s arm is 
out of place. Two men come, and 
with great effort put it back to the 
socket. It goes back with great 
pain. Then it gets well. Our world 
is horribly disordered and out of 
joint. It must come under an om- 
nipotent surgery, beneath which 
there will be pain and anguish be- 
fore there can come perfect health 
and quiet. I proclaim, therefore, in 
the name of my Lord Jesus Christ— 
revolution! 

The religion of the Bible will 
make a_ revolution in the family. 
Those things that are wrong in the 
family circle will be overthrown by 
it, while justice end harmony. will 
take the place. The husband will 
be the head of the household only 
when he Is fit to be. I know a man 
who spends all the money he makes 
in drink, as well as all the money 
that his wife makes, and sometimes 
sells the children’s clothes for rum. 
Do you tell me that he is to be the 
head of that household? If the 
wife have more nobility, more cour- 
age, more consistency, more of all 
that is right, she shall have the su- 
premacy. You say that the Bible 
says that the wife is to be the sub- 
ject of the husband. I know it, but 
that is a husband, not a masculine 
caricature. There is no human. or 
divine law that makes a woman sub- 
ordinate to a man that is unworthy 
of her. When Christianity comes in- 
to domestic circle, it will give the 
dominancy to that one who is_ the 
most worthy of it. 

As religion comes in at the 
door, mirth and laughter will not 
go out of the back door. It will 
not hopple the children’s feet. John 
will laugh just as loud, and George 
will jump higher than he ever did 
before. It will steal from the little 
one neither ball nor bat nor hoop 
nor kite. It will establish a fa.uily 
altar. Angels will hover over it. 
Ladders of light will reach down to 
{t. The glory of heaven will stream 
upon it. The books of remembrance 
will record it, and tides of everlast- 
ing blessedness will pour from it. 
Not such a family altar as you may 
have seen where the prayer is long 
and a long chapter is read with ted- 
fous explanation, and the exercise 
keeps on until the children’s knees 
are sore, and their backs ache, and 
their patience js 1ost, and for the 
seventh time they have counted all 
the rungs in the chair, but I mean 
a family altar such as may have 
been seen in your father’s house. 
You may have wandered far off in 
the paths of sin and darkness, but 
you have never forgotten that family 
altar where father and mother knclt 
importuning God for your soul. That 
is 1 memory that a man never gets 
over, ‘There will be a hearty, joy- 
ful family altar in every domestic 
circle. You will not have to go far 
to find Hannah rearing her Samuel 
for the temple or a grandmother 
Lois instructing her young ‘Timothy 
in tho knowledge of Christ, ora 
Mary and Martha and Lazarus gath- 
ered in fraternal ond aisterly aflec- 
tion, or a table at which Jesus sits, 
as at that of Zaccheus, or a home 
in which Jesus dwells, os in the 
house of Simon the tanner.

It 
seems ,as if the church were chiefly 
anxious to take care of itself, and 
if we hear of want and squalor and 
heathenism outside we say, ‘‘What a 
pity!’ and we put our hands in our 
pockets, and we feel around for a 
2-cent piece, and with great flourish 
We put it upon the plate and are 
amazed that the world is not con- 
verted in six weeks. 

“‘But,’’ says some one, ‘‘we are es- 
tablishing a great many missions, 
and I think they will save the mas- 
ses,"’ No; they will not. Five hun- 
dred thousand of them will not do 
it. They are doing a magnificent 
work, but every mission chapel is a 
confession of the disease und weak- 
ness of the church. It is making a 
dividing line between the classes. It 
is saying to the rich and to the well 
conditioned, “If you can pay your 
pew rents, come to the main audi- 
ence room,.”’ It is saying to the 
Poor man: “‘Your coat is too bad 
and your shoes are not good enough. 
If you want to get to heaven, you 
will have to go by the way of the 
mission chapel’’ The mission chapel 
has become the kitchen where the 
church does its sloppy work. ‘There 
are hundreds and thousunds of 
churches in this country—gorgeously 
built and supported—that evin on 
bright and sunshiny days are not 
half full of worshippers, and ct tlicy 


are building mission chapels, because 
by some expressed or implied regula- 
tion the great masses of thy people 
are kept out of the main audience 
rooni, 

Now, I say that any place of wor- 
ship which is appropriate for one 
class is appropriate for all classes. 
Iet the rich and the poor met to- 
gether, the Lord the Maker of them 
all. Mind you that I say that mis- 
sion chapels are a necessity, the way 
churches are now conducted, but may 
God speed the time when they shall 
cease to be a necessity. God will 
rise up ond break down the gates 
of the church that have 
kopt back the masses, and woe 
be to tho ho stand in the way! 
They will trampled under foot by 
the vast population making a stam- 
pede for heaven 

I saw in some paper an account of 
@ church in Boston in which, it is 
said, there were a great many plain 
people. Tho next week the trustees 
of that church cameo out in the paper 
aud said it was not so at all: ‘‘they 
Were elegant people and highly con- 
ditioned people that went there.’’

Revolution! It may be that before 
the church learns its duty to the 
masses God will scourge it and come 
with the whip of omnipotent indig- 
nation and drive out the money 
changers. It may be that there is 
to be a great day of upsetting be- 
fore that time shall come. If it must 
come, O Lord God, let it come now! 

In that future day of the recon- 
structed church of Christ the church 
building will be the most cheerful of 
all buildings. Instead of the light of 
the sun strained through painted 
glass until an intelligent auditory 
looks green and blue and yellow and 
copper colored, we will have no such 
things. The pure atmosphere of 
heaven will sweep out the fetid at- 
mosphere that has been kept in many 
of our churches b.xcd up from Sun- 
day to Sunday. 

The day of which I speak will be 
a day of great revivals. There will 
be such a time as there was in the 
parish of Shotts, where 500 souls 
born to God in one day—such times 
as were seen in this country when 
Edwards gave tha alarm, when Ten- 
nent preached, and Whitefield thun- 
dered, and Edward Payson prayed; 
such times as some of you remember 
in 1857, when the voice of prayer 
and praise was heard in theatre and 
Warehouse and blackshop and  fac- 
tory and engine house, and the auc- 
tioneer’s cry of ‘‘a half, and a half, 
and a half,”’ was drowned out by the 
adjoining prayer meeting, in which 
people cried out, ‘‘Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?’”’ 

In those days of which I am 
speaking the services of the church 
of God will be more spirited. The 
ministers of Christ, instead of being 
anxious about whether they are go- 
ing to lose their place in _ their 
notes, will get on fire with the theme 
and pour the livéng truth of God 
upon an aroused auditory, crying out 
to the righteous, “It shall-be well 
with you,’’ and to the wicked: ‘‘Woe! 
It shall’ be ill with you.”’ In those 
days the singing will be very differ- 
ent from what it is now. The music 
will weep and wail and chant and 
triumph. People then will not be 
afraid to open their mouths when 
they sing. The man with a cracked 
voice will risk it on ‘‘Windham” 
and ‘Ortonville’ and ‘“‘Old Hun- 
dred.’’ Grandfather will find the place 
for his grandchild in the hymnBook, 
or the little child will be spectacles 
for tho grandfather. Hosanna will 
meet hosanna and together go climb- 
ing to the throne, and the angels will 
hear, and God will listen, and the 
gates of heaven will hoist, and it 
will be as when two seas mect—the 
wave of earthly song mingling with 
the surging anthems of the free. 

Oh, my God, let me live to see 
that day! Let there be no power in 
disease or accident or wave of the 
sea to disappoint my expectations. 
Let all other sight fail my eyes ra- 
ther than that I should miss_ that 
vision. Let all other sounds fail my 
ears rather than that TI should fail 
to hear that sound, I want to stand 
on the mountain top to catch the 
first ray of the dawn and with flying 
feet bring the news. And, oh, when 
we hear the clattering hoofs that 
bring on the King’s chariot may we 
all be ready, with arches sprung and 
with hand on the rope of the bell 
that Is to sound the victory, and 
With wreaths all twisted for the 
Way, and when Jesus d&mounts let 
it be amid the huzza! huzzal a 
world redeemed!

ARMSTRONG GUN MAN DEAD. 


The Inventer of the Celebrated Weapon 
of “ur Has Passed. 


Tondon, Dec. 28.—Lord William 
George Armstrong, inventor of the 
Armstrong gun, and a writer upon 
electr’cal and scientific topics, died 
yesterday morning at his home at 
Craigside. Sir William George Arin- 
strong was born at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, Nov. 26, 1810, He oarly busied 
himself with physical sciences and 
experiments He studied law for a 
time, but dévoted all his leisure to 
mechanical pursuits, His carly in- 
ventions were improvements on hy- 
draulic appliances. In 1842 he in- 
vento) a machine for the production 
of electricity from steam, Attracted 
by the artillery used: in the Crimean 
war, he tirned his attention to this 
sub/ect, and, in 1858, he produced 
the breech-loading cannon which 
boars his name, and which has 
wrought a revolution in field artil- 
lery. ior this and other inventions 
he was knighted in 1859.

Severn Bridge, Ont., Dec. 28.—The 
Atlantic express jumped the track 
at this place yesterday morning at 
11 o'clock, and every car on the 
train Was derailed and more or less 
damaged. The mail car was turned 
completely over and rolled into the 
ditch, Where it lies on its side, No 
serious injuries Were received by any 
of the passengers, except Joseph 
Parsons of Paris, who sustained a 
broken leg. A wrecking train is 
now at work clearing away the do- 
bris.

New York theater Prices, 

It used to be sald that the theater 
prices Ip New York were lower (than 
HY the large foreign cities becnuse the 
highest price bere was $1.50, while in 
Londov $1 more is demanded for the 
most desirable places, Since that time 
New Yorkers bave seen theater prices 
gradually Increased to $2 In almost 
every theater, while In London the In- 
elipation bas been for several years to 
lessen the expenses of theater goers, 
It was always no more expevslve there 
in reality than in New York, because 
the number of places held at $2.50 was 
sipall Iv comparison with the orches- 
tra seats of a New York theater. Now 
the local theaters are regularly more 
expensive than those lu London, aud 
the circumstances attending the sale of 
tickets make the pleasure still more 
costly. Very few seats that are de 
uirable nre ever to be had at the box 
offices, aud, while the public Is every- 
where warned against the speculators, 
tickets ave to be bad only at the hotels 
and at the same prices asked by the 
street speculators, So the average 
New Yorker who looks for the bast 
seat In a city theater must pay $2.50 
for it.

A, 340, to be in violation of the 
provision of the bill of rights that courts 
shall be open to cyery person and that 
right and justice shall be administered 
without sale, denial or delay. 

An owner of a city lot is held, In Car- 
land versus Aurin (Tennessce), 48 L, R.

BEE BUZZES. 

Store away all the empty combs. 

A good wind break is an advantage In 
winter, 

Division boards are not necessary in 
strong colonies, 

There is litle danger of moths and 
worms in cold weather, 

Especially in winter the hives should 
be set close to the ground, 

If bees are wintered in ordinary thin, 
unprotected hives, the moisture arising 
from them will condense and freeze to 
the hive. 

All work that is to be done with bees 
in the winter time must be done on warm 
days while the bees are flying and at no 
other time, 

If the bees are disturbed In any way 
through the winter, they are aroused to 
activity and immediately partake of food 
and offen become gorged. 

Heavy snow should be allowed to re- 
main about the hives just as it falls, even 
if it covers the hives completely. Bees 
will not suffocate in a snow bank. 

Bees should not be moved during the 
winter; neigber should they be molested 
nor disturbed in any way except on a 
fine, warin day when they are flying.

CHOOSING OFFICE BOYS. 


Mon Who Employs Two Hundred 
Tells How Ho “Sizes Them t vp.” 
George Sexton, who haa charge of 200 

boys in a big department store, loves to

“How do you choose your cash boys, 
Mr. Sexton?” I asked. 7 
“My first question is, ‘Where Is the 
boy?’ You see, St all depends upon the 
boy himself. You can judge the boy bet- 
ter from his appearance, his manner, his 
dress and the way he comes into an office 
than from any description of him. Char- 
acter shows forth in little things—you 
can’t hide it, I take boys by what you 
might almost term first impressions, I 
have ‘sized a boy up’ before he asks me 
for a place, The removal or nonremoyal 
of the hat on entering the office, the re- 
spectful and self respecting way in which 
a boy addresses me, the way in which he 
meets my look and questions, all give me 
an idea of his bringing up and the ‘stuff’ 
that is in him. As to appearance, 1 look 
at once for these things; polished shoes, 
clean clothes and clean face, hands and 
finger nails. Good clothes are not requi- 
sites, A boy’s clothes may be ragged, his 
shoes have holes in them, yet his appear 
ance may still give evidence of a desire to 
be neat. I will not employ a cigarctte 
smoker if I know it. As for reference, a 
boy's teacher is the best reference be can 
have. The recommendation which a good 
boy in our employ gives a boy applying 
for a position always receives marked 
consideration. 

“Good cash boys don’t stay cash boys 
long. Some lads who came here as cash 
boys In 1897 are now junior salesmen. 
Others haye good positions throughout 
the house. 

“A cash boy's first advance is to stock 
boy, office boy or cadet. A stock boy at- 
tends to the boy work in whatever stock 
he isin. A cadet is a general utility boy, 
An office boy works around some one of 
the offices of the house. We promote ac- 
cording to merit, length of service, or 
both combined. Wherever possible, we 
try to give our oldest employee the pret: 
erence, but if one boy who has not been 
here as long as another shows greater fit- 
ness for a vacancy, in justice to the house 
and the boy he gets it. A cash boy here 
gets $2.50 a week; when he bas been here 
three months, $3; or, if he has shown 
marked ability, $3.50. 

"The great trouble with the American 
boy is he doesn’t stick. After he has 
worked bard at one place for six months 
or a year, just as be is in line of promo- 
tion, he throws up his prospects because 
some other firm offers 50 cents a week 
more, and off he starts all over again in 
a new house, whose ways and business 
he must learn. 

“We like boyish boys—full of fun. The 
liveliest are generally the best workers, 
The boy who loiters when sent on a mes- 
sage, the boy who sneaks around the
